Otiawa, May 380th— The  procecd- 
ings of the Canadian parliament dur- 
ing the past week have mirrored the 
gravity of the situation abroad. There 
has been a tenseness in the atmos- 
phere, as news arrived of the war 
front in France and Belgium. ‘The 
Government has got down strictly to 
business and the business is the war. 
Extremely little time going to be tak- 
en up with matters not related to 
Canada’s wa ractivities, as parliament 
igs wividly conscious that the fate ot 
the British Commonwealth «end oO! 
Canada rests upon the success of the 
allied forces. This is a very resolue 
parliament, with all parties workin 
in cooperation to the same end. 

The prime minister and Mr loset 
minister of national defence have ex- 
plained the measures Canada has tak- 
en and is taking to meet the emer- 
gency. “Not a minute mus: be lost i' 
pressing our preparations and in in 
creasing the weight of our contiibut- 
ion to the allied cause” Mr Rogers told 
the nation by radio. The steps taken 
by the government to advance and 
increase the aid Canada is giving to 
the allied cause were summarized by 
the prime minister and later further 
explpained by the minister of national 
defence, They are these— the date ol 
transporting the second division over. 
seas has been advanced: reinforce- 
ments for the first division will be 
pushed forward; a Canadian corps will 
be formed in the field; a third division 
will be raised; at the request of the 
British government some naval and 
military units from Canada have been 
assigned to active duty in the Carib 
bean and North Atlantic areas; Num- 
ber 112 army cooperation squadron 
will be sent overseas as soon as pos- 
sible to act as a reserve to number 110 
squadron now in Britain; every feas- 
ible method is being taken to acceler- 
ate the output of pilots and air crews 
trom Canada, 

The announcement that C, G. Power 
has been appointed minister of the 
defence for air has received approval 
not only in parliament but throughout 
the country. Mr Power who bas _ held 
the portfolios of pensions and national 
health and post office is recognized to 
have courage and initiative. Except in 
an extreme circumstance, the prime 
minister said, Mr Power would have 
full authority over the Royal Canadian 
Air Force and the Commonwealth Air 
Training Plan. The creation of new 
ministry for air is a recognition of the 
tremendous importance of this branch 
of the service. The joint training 
enheme established in Canada, which 
has been making headway according 
to schedule will be stimulated to fur- 
ther speed. On the shoulders of Mr 
Rogers, minister of defence, rests the 
great responsibility of administering 
and biulding up Canada’s navy and 
army, As there will be a Canadian 
corps in the field the direction of Can- 
ada’s armed land forces is a major 
task. 

War Appropriation of 700 Millions— 

The minister of finance, Col. Ralston 
has asked aarliament for an approp- 
riation of 700 million dollars to cover 
the cost of Canada’s war effort for the 
present fiscal year. In the last war 
ap annual apropriation was about 100 
million, btt then it was largely a ques: 
tion of man power, now it is a question 
of man power and machines, machines 
on land and machines in the air. “The 
limit of Canada’s war effort” said the 
finance minister in the commons, “is 
only the limit of he strength and her 
capacity, Every true Canadian will ap- 
prove the principle of not how little 
but how much”. “This credit will be 
used” Col, Ralston said, “in the best 
way earnest men can devise in an en- 
deavor to make as definitely effective 
a contribution as possible can be made 
to the success of the cause which is 
at stake in this the greatest world 
crisis of all time”. The financial pote 
of the government is still as far 
possible a “pay as we go” policy. et 
proportion of the appropriation will be 
raised by taxes and what by loans is 
not made public at this time. This will 
be shown in the budget when it is 
brought down a little later in the ses- 
sion. 

The Minister of Munitions and Sup- 
ply, Mr Howe, has informed the House 
of Cmmons that since the Defence 
Purchasing Board was appointed in 
July 1939, this board and its success 
ors, the War Supply Board and the 
present Department of Munitions and 
Supply have bought supplies and 
equipment for the war amounting to 
$300,000,000. Of this $225,000,000 was

ter Canada’s forces, and $75,000,000 for 
the British and French. The amount 
for the Allies does not include pur- 
chases (which are not made through 
the Canadian government boards) of 
wheat, bacon, cheese, lumber, copper, 
zinc nickel and aluminum, which ol 
course amount to a very large sum 
The minister explained several of the 
main items which go to make the 300 
million total; among them being 47 
million dollars for the construction o! 
mine sweepers and anti-submarine 
patrol boats, and 14 million for motor 
vehicles for the Canadian land forces. 
In a short time, he said, about 20,000 
men would be employed in aircraft 
factories,

PARLIAMENTARY SOYBEANS HAVE HIGH FEED 
VALUE FOR DAIRY COWS 


NOTES. . .

Ottuwa-—— May 30 Members oi 
lartiament from all over Canada came 
to Ottawa determined that Canada 
should put forth its maxiium effort to 
assist the Empire and the gallant al- 
lies in this life and death struggle. 
Much information that had been with- 
held has now been given and it is ev- 
ident to all that recent news has caus- 
ed a speeding up of preparations. 

On May 10th a Military division con- 
sisting of 23,678 men was overseas at 
the disposal of the British officers. A 
second division of 24,645 men is ready 
to embark when ships are wvailable. 
A third division will be at once re- 
cruited and occupy the camps of the 
Second division. 


In addition on that date there were; 
In Training rentres 16,282 
In Coastal defence 9,036 
In guarding valuable points -- 1,665 

Other troops 6,223 

At the beginning of the the 

Navy consisted of a dozen Vessels and 
1600 Officers and Ratings. Now, there 
are 100 Vessels and 5614 men and oltfi- 
cers, By March 31st next, this will 
have been increased to 1450 Officers 
and 10,000 men. On May 10th there 
were in active service 9 Destroyers, 
15 Mine Sweepers, 6 anti-submarine 
vessels and 66 auxiliary vessels, ninety 
additional patrol vessels and Mine 
Sweepers are under construction. 
e The British Commonwealth Air 
Training plan is not an exclusively 
Canadian undertaking. The Orders 
were placed when the arrangements 
were made for planes and ete., and 
development was to progress as sup- 
plies could be received, This activity 
is being speeded up. All factories on 
War work and the shipyrds and heavy 
industries are asked to work day and 
night, including Sunday. 

On May 10th there were 10,926 Air 
men and 1889 Officers in the Royal 
Air Force. One squadron had gone 
overseas for Army Co-operation and 
the others were being used for home 
defence, 

On May 10th there were more than 
100,000 men in the 3 branches of the 
Active Service forces and all depart- 
ments are rapidly expanding. 

A new department of Air Service has 
been set up with a very active Minis- 
ter and 12 companies of Veterans of 
the last War will deal with 5th Col- 
umn activities in Co-operation with 
the RCMP 

The budget this year calls for $700,- 
000,000 for War and 448 million for or- 
dinary expenditure, This means more

PRACTICAL EXPERIMENTS 
PROVE VALUABLE

Like many another wealthy man, 


Henry Ford has a number of hobbies. 
Some of his hobbies are extremely ex- 
pensive. Others are practical and pro- 
fitable. In this last class comes the in- 
terest of the motor car magnate in 
soybeans. On his big farm in Michi- 
gan he has experimented with the soy- 
bean as a food for humans and for live 
stock. In his research laboratories he 
has devised over a hundred different 
commercial uses for the bean and pro 
ducts derived trom it. 

Partly as a result of this interest, 
soybean acreage is decidedly on the in- 
crease in Michigan and the middle 
west, It would not be correct, however 
to give all the credit for this expand- 
{ng acreage to Mr Ford. Rather the 
soybean is making its own place in 
United States agriculture because of 
inherent worth, 

What about Canada and, more part 
icularly, Ontario? Well, the crop does 
not, as yet, play anything more than a 
very minor role. That it is due for 
much wider recognition and use in the 
future, I am convinced. This convic 
tion is based on talks I have had with 
farmers all over western and central 
Ontario,

More and more farmers scattered all 
Over these townships have experim- 
ented with soybeans, They believe 
that this comparatively new crop may 
give them release from a large casb 
outlay for such protein supplements as 
Oilcake, cotton seed meal, gluten, etc 
Take the experience of George Tellier 
& Son as acase in point. Last season 
they had two acres in soybeans and 
harvested 40 bushels of seed. 

“We have been getting line results 
in feeding soybeans to our Guernsey 
cattle,” “Andy” Telfer, the junior 
member of the firm, told me recently 
“We are mixing it with our own oats 
and brley for griuding— one gallon ot 
beans to a hundred of the grain, The 
cows on tsst will get a few handfuls 
more of the beans. We have not had to 
purchase any oileake this winter,” 

“Then you will continue with soy- 
beans as a regular farm crop.” I sug: 
gested. 

“Yes, and we will be having a bit 
more land in the crop,” responded this 
Brant county dairyman. “It is as good 
@ way us any of getting our protein 
concentrate. I do wish, however, that 
they were easier to harvest. The pods 
are so close to the ground that we 
could not cut with the binder and re- 
sorted to the mower, throwing the 
beans over by hand.” 

Combine Harvesting Favored— 

This latter point — difficulty ot 
harvesting—has been mentioned by 
practically all with whom | have talk- 
ed of their soybeans experience. In 
this country we must choose the var- 
ieties that mature early, such ag Man- 
darin and O. A, C, 211, and these var- 
ieties bear an important proportion of 
their pods close to the ground,— too 
close for comfortable cutting with the 
binder. It was this same _ character- 
istic that made the combine popular 
with the bean growers in the middle 
west. A combine harvester will work 
closer to the ground than a binder and 
it would be difficult to determine 
whether the combine was the main 
factor in increasing the area in soy- 
beans or the soybean the main factor 
in the sensational rise to popularity 
of the small combine. 

Mr Frank Broad, an Oxford dairy- 
man, agrees that the combine isin a 
class by itself in handling soybeans. 
“I have had my beanscut for two 
years with a combine and we _ get 
practically all the pods,” he told me 
recently at the Oxford County Seed 
Fair. Previously he had attempted to 
grow soybeans but had such difficulty 
in harvesting that he was almost dis- 
couraged, Even with the combine he 
finds that a few pods are lost and it ia 
for this reason that he prefers the 
O, A. C, 211 to Mandarin,— the pods 
are a little higher from the ground, 
Last year, on three acres, he harvested 
75 bushels of beans, 

“I would like to know just bow you 
handle this crop,” 1 commented. 

“Well, I don’t plant until we plant 
our corn,” responded Mr Broad. “I 
like to see the soybeans come up 
quickly and get away to a good start, 
I understand that they will stand late 
frosts better than corn but it takes 
heat to start the seed sol am notina 
hurry to get it in the ground. I sow a 
bushel of seed to the acre in drills 28 
inches apart, This is heavy seeding 
but it gives me such a stand that I 
can harrow continually till the crop is 
a foot high, This gives me a wonderful 
start on the weeds. Then we cultivate 
three or four times after that. Year 
before last I had four acres in soy- 
beans and you could have carried out 
in one armful all the weeds in the 
crop. This was on spring plowed sod. 
Lots of weeds started but the harrows 
got them.” 

“And how do you feed the beans’” 

“We have a small chopper. The 
beans do nt grind well alone; too 
much oil, We mix equal parts of oats 
with the beans, grind and use this in 
the same proportion with our chopped 
grains as we would of a commercial 
dairy concentrate, say a pail to a 
bag of grain. The cows look well on 
this feed, they milk well and there is 
a difference in the feed bills. The 
young calves also get some and a small 
hopper of the bean-oat concentrate is 
kept before the hens.”

What is the Great Seal of England? 
Why has it always been so jealously 
guarded? 


Briefly, it is an emblem of  sovere
